Washington Newspaper Says FBI's Hoover Quits 


Clark, His 
Boss, Says 
It Isn 't So 


Washington, June 15. — 


(AP)—Attorney G e n e r a l 
Clark today described as "ri- 
diculous" a report that J. Ed- 
gar Hoover had resigned aa 
FBI chief. 


Clark made this pomment 


to a reporter on a copyright 
story published in the Wash- 
ington Times - Herald. The 
newspaper said Hoover had 
resigned in a hot row with 
Clark after protesting against 
the attorney general's deci- 
sion to let FBI reports be ust«i 
in Judith Coplon's espionage 
trial here.

Story Conqured? 


Asked about the story in 


the Times-Herald, Clark de- 
clared: 
"I am amazed that a reput- 


able newspaper would go to 
such lengths as to conjure up 
a story like that." 


(Officials qualified to speak for 


the Times-Herald were not im- 
mediately available.) 


A few minutes earlier, press 


secretary Charles 6. Ross wag 
asked by White House reporters 
if he had any comment on the re- 
port. 


"It certainly is news to the 


White Houae," he said, "and I use 
the word news in the very broad- 
est sense." 


In its account, the Times-Herald 


described the reported controversy 
over the Coplon trial papers aa 
the capstone of a series of inci- 
dents which it said prompted 
Hoover to submit hi« resignation 
after 25 years as head of the 
world-famous FBL 


FBI Is Criticized 


The secret documents introduced 


in the trial of Miss Coplon, a for- 
mer justice department political 
analyst, quoted unidentified infor- 
mants as saying many prominent 
people were Communists or Com- 
munist sympathizers. Publication 
of these documents drew angry 
denials and criticism of the FBI 
from those named. 


The documents were put into 


evidence and government prose- 
cutors objected bitterly to their 
use, 
claiming national 
security 


was at stake. 


Hoover was reported by the 


Times-Herald to have taken the 
stand that it would have been bet- 
ter to drop the case than to let 
the files be exposed.

Center, or a home for Scouting,— 
would ask someone who knows the 
contents of the Ixweland will, to 
explain it to them, they would 
find that our beautiful Community 
House i* being; used Just as the 
Lovelands desired. 


So much fuss to made over pro- 


viding recreation for our youth. I 
am a parent, and speaking1 from 
my own experience, let im »ay 


that if parents will take a real 
interest in their children, and wel- 
come "the gang" to their homes, 
where wholesome recreation can 
so easily be provided, there won't 
need to be such a cry for youth 
centers. It wasn't always conven- 
ient to have a group of youngsters 
around. It meant making lots of 
cookies, and other 'snacks' for 
hungry young people, but the re- 
sults more than paid off for the 
effort.

It said teachers who refuse to 


quit such organizations should be 
fired, such student groups should 
be broken up, and students who 
admit they are Communists should 
be expelled. 


A majority report by 11 mem- 


be'rs of the commission, formallj 
known as the Illinois Seditious Ac- 
tivities Investigation commission, 
was submitted to the legislature 
today. What the assembly will do 
about it is uncertain. 


The majority urged a law to re- 


move officials of tax-supported 
schools and universities who re- 
fuse to comply with its recom- 
mendations. 


A minority report by one com- 


missioner dissented. 
It said no 


subversive activities were found 
by the commission during its re- 
cent investigation of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and Roosevelt col- 
lege, Chicago. 
It declared "dic- 


tating" to the college officials is 
"unwise and un-American." 


The commission's majority re- 


port calls for expulsion of any 
student attending a tax-exempt or 
tax-supported educational institu- 
tion who swears he is a Commu- 
nist or refuses to say whether he 
is.The majonty also recommended 
that officials of all colleges in Il- 
linois personally investigate stu- 
dent activities and faculty affi- 
liations and act to "discontinue" 
Communist clubs and "other like" 
groups listed by the attorney gen- 
eral. 
It said officials of all the col- 


leges in the state should "stop the 
sale of Communist propaganda;" 
deny use of bulletin boards and 
campus publications for "adver- 


tising Communistic gatherings;" 
and deny campus facilities for 
•Communistic" meetings. 


Textbooks also should be sur- 


veyed by "responsible authorities'' 
of the colleges, the majority re- 
port said, to eliminate "material 
which advocates the theories and 
doctrines of Communism or any 
other subversive doctrine." 


The majority report was signed 


by Senator Paul Broyles (R-Mt. 
Vernon), chairman, and 10 other 
of the commission's 15 members.

also refused to sign the majority 
report. 


Two other members, Reps. Pierce

ton county. 


The newspaper said those who 


received fees for "investigating" 
the estate were Reed F. Cutler, 
Lewistown, Republican minority 
leader of the house of representa- 
tives, Willard Hi Fouts, Fulton 
county GOP chairman, and Aaron 
Colnon. Chicago attorney and real 
estate operator. 


The News said Cutler received 


$5,000, plus expenses of $2,365, 


Fouts.$5,000 and expenses of $2,- 
500, and Colnon. 54,000 and $450. 


The News said Cutler "stoutly" 


defended his fee and expense ac- 
count and quoted him as saying:

Berlin, June 15—(AP)—Ameri- 


cana in Germany have in some 
ways become the prisoners of the 
conquered. 


They are auffenng, to a degree 


at least, the fate of all occupation 
powers through history—the fate 
of becoming a captive of the peo. 
pie they conquered. 


But the Americans are being 


captured on a cultural and house- 
hold leve' rather than on a mili- 
tary level, by German music, beer 
and servants rather than by the 
theories of Clausewitz. 


That was the impression gained 


by correspondents flown here by 
American overseas airlines on a 
tour of the war zones. It was con- 
firmed by a number of Americans 
stationed here for the last three 
years. 


Attitude Softens 


The hardening of the political 


lines between east and west has 


brought a softening of the attitude 
between the individual American 
and the individual German. Even 
combat men who fought across 
this land four years ago have 
dropped the word "Kraut" from 
their vocabulary. 


The difference that has taken 


place on the social level can per- 
haps best be shown fay two parties 
I attended here three years apart. 


At a farewell party in 1946 


there were some frauleina pres- 
ent, two Russian officers but no 
German men. Some newly arrived 
American, wives gave the frau- 
lems t^he silent treatment all eve- 
ning.

Struggle for Power 


An intelligent wife said one of 


the* most depressing things to her 
was the struggle for power that 
went on among German servants 
in her household. 


"They'll do anything to 
each 


other, no matter how petty or 
cruel, to get a favored job," she 
said. "And they haven't in any 
way lost their desire to dominate. 


"I have lived in Germany be- 


fore ind since the war. In all that 


time I have never met a German 
I felt like throwing my arms 
around and saying, 'you sweet 
old thing, you.' They aren't love, 
able and they haven't changed. 
And that gives me a hopeless 
feeling."

Bprinrfield, HI., June 15-(AP) 


—A plan to five medical research- 
ers mow dogs and cats for experi- 
ment* moved up to the showdown 
•Uffe today in the Illinois house. 


After two hours of debate, in 


which 
two Chicago newspapers 


were criticized by a few legisla- 
tors, the house yesterday refused 
to kill the bill. It probably won't 
be called for a passage vote un- 
til next week. 


Opponents sought to virtually 


rewrite the bill yesterday, claim- 
tojp that in its present form it 
would cause needless "butchery, 


slaughter and torture" of animals. 


Nine of their amendments were 


rejected, including one by Rep. 
Clinton J. Searle (R-Rock Island) 
to strike 
the enacting clause. 


Searle's amendment would have 
killed the bill. It was defeated 
73 to 56. 


The bill provides for local dog 


pound keepers to turn over un- 
claimed pets to medical research 
institutions licensed by the state. 
Ten days or more would have to 
elapse before an animal could be 
classified as unclaimed.

(R.WinnetJta) and other support- 
ers argued that the bill would 
supply a needed impetus to medi- 
cal research activities and in the 
long run save human lives. 


A few lawmakers leveled sharp 


criticism at two newspapers, one 
for and the other against the bill. 


Rep. Harry L. Topping (R-Kan- 


kakee) said at one point that the 
house was getting "terrible .pub- 
Hcity" from the newspapers. 
He 


said: 


"I think we ought to pass a 


resolution and keep them out of 
here unless they can give us a 
good, clean story." 


Several legislators favoring the 


bill told of getting floods of mail 
opposing it, including some abus- 
ive letters. 


Mrs. Van Der ~ Vries read one 


letter starting out: "You dirty 
rat," and another admonishing: 
"You 
had better watch your step 


when you are alone." 


Newspapers in Fight 


The 
criticism 
of newspapers 


was aimed at two Chicago dailies, 
the Sun-Times and the Herald- 
American. The Sun-Times is for 
the bill, the Herald-American is 
against it. 


Mrs. Van Der Vries said that 


she was treated "unfairly" by the 
Herald-American, and that some 
of the paper's accounts were "un- 
ethical." 


Searls said the Sun-Times was 


"making a political football of the 
bill to build circulation." 


Private Saloon? 


. Searle also said a "private sa- 
loon" is maintained in the state- 
house pressroom and that John 
Dreiske, political 
reporter 
and 


columnist for the Sun-Times, is 
the "head bartender." 


Searle added: "It has a sign out 


in front which says 'Press Only, 
Private, No Admittance.' But the 
older members of the legislature 
are able to go in and find the 
icebox all equipped." 


Dreiske said later in a state- 


ment: 
"Searle's reference to me appar- 


ently is made because I happen to 
be president of tlie Illinois Legis- 
lative Correspondents association. 


"His reference also is to a work- 


room, in every sense of the word. 
In this workroom 25 newspaper, 
men, 
and sometimes more, are in
